About 50 homes in Levittown 
which have been repossessed by 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion are costing the taxpayers 
hundreds of dollars — the money 
spent on repairing damage caused 
by young vandals.

over by the FHA, they are re­ 
painted and redecorated, ready 
for resale. This costs money in 
itself. 
The cost goes up even more 
when y o u n g s t e r s repeatedly 
smash windows, crayon on doors, 
throw dirt inside, and disfigure 
the newly decorated walls. This is 
what is happening to many of the 
homes. 
Serious Problem 
Area broker for the FHA is the 
Lower Bucks Realty Co., and it 
has the job of trying to clear up 
the mess. It’s a serious problem, 
especially for Warren Luttmann, 
manager for the FHA homes in 
Lower Bucks. 
"Not all the homes are affect­ 
ed. but vandalism is increasing. 
The police have been informed 
and we intend to prosecute any­ 
one caught damaging these homes. 
After all, the FUA is really us,” 
he said. 
Although police have been asked 
to keep a watch on the homes, 
Luttmann hopes that parents, too, 
will play a part, for the police 
cannot keep a watch on every 
single house in the arca.
